The new i emulations require 
persons owning, managing or tranB- 
poiting anlmaJB to exeieise reasonable 
diligence to ascertain If the animals are 
not affected to have been exposed to 
contagious or Infectious disease be- 
fore being offered for 
transportation 


or Introduce them Into public stoclt 
yiids or on public highways ot lines 
of interstate tiaffle 
Persons having 
charge of affected or exposed animals 
are requlied to keep them confineJ and 
nway fiom other animals and no pei- 
son contlolling the premises or ve- 
hicles wheie diseased 01 exposed ani- 
mals have been shall allow them to be 
occupied by healthy animals until the 
danger of Infection is jemoved 
The 
shipment or removal of hay stiavv, or 
similar mateiial or of any animal pio- 
ducts fiom an infected locality may 
be piohibited when deemed necessaiy 
Shipments of live stock and products 
may be stopped In transit for Inspec- 
tion and disposed of if found able to

uho does not understand his work, and 
many men who would give almost any 
sum of money ti keep from being bald 
are frequently having their hair cut 
by men who do not understand

business. 
"It is an easy matter for a man to 


catch some disagreeable skin disease if 
he Is badly shaved or If unclean tools 
ar" used. 
The care of tho face and 


liair are vety Important and barbers 
ought ically to be required to gradu- 
ate In u course of study the same as a 
physician or dentist bctoie being al- 
lowed to practice.

Pay for Feeding Prisoners is Increas- 


ed—The Supervisors. 


An offer of $8000 for Fairlawn park 


will be made to the board of supervis- 
ors by Mayor Shilling. 
The provis- 


ions of this offer will be that the city 
be given a clear title to the land and 
no coal rights or anything else Is to 
be reserved. 


The proposition is that tho city pay 


S2000 to the county June 1, 1903, and 
$2000 June 1 each year until the park 
ts entirely paid for.- No interest Is to 
be charged on the deferred uayments. 


The board of supervisors Wednesday 


afternoon decided that the members 
were willing to receive an offer for the 
park and the matter was made a spec- 
ial order of business for Friday morn- 
ing. 


This offer of $8000 will be made by 


Mayoi Shilling1 and if the board looks 
upon it favorably then thu mayor will 
take the matter before the city coun- 
cil and ask for the approval of the 
aldermen. 


Some time ago there were negotia- 


tions between the city and county but 
art dgreement could not 
lie 
reached. 


The city offered the county $6000 and 
then the county came back with 
a 


counter offer of $10,000. Mayor Shill- 
ing thought that it would he a good 
idea to split the difference and offer 
$8000. 


While there has as yet been no ac- 


tion on the part of the supervisors it 
Is understood that they will look fav- 
orably on the offer to be made by the 
mayor. 


More Pay for Feeding Prisoners, 


Another 
matter 
of 
importance 


which came before the board was that 
of increasing the amount ot: money al- 
lowed the sheriff for feeding prison- 
ers. He is now allowed 35 cents a day 
for each man and the amount allowed 
has been raised to 40 cents. 


The action was taken by the board 


on the recommendation of the fees 
md salary committee. It was suggest- 
ed, by one member that groceries and 
other provisions now cost abo>ut 25 
:>er cent more than when the scale of 
35 cents was made and that it would 
be no more than right to allow the 
sheriff more money to i'eed the prls-

The factory has

off are made. 
It was said 
when the $50,000 was 


raised for this factory that all the 
money in Blue Mound was consumed, 
but it was only the next month that 
the move was made to open a new 
coal mine. 
The ownership was limit- 


ed to that town, and a few neighboring) 
townships and now all of the $100,000 
has been subscribed. 
The subscriptions for stock have been 


signed by men who want to take $90,- 
000 and enough other 
men to more 


than make up the $100,000 have prom- 
ised by telephone to subscribe. 
As

stand it. local option will give the 
farmers the power of voting either for 
-or against the saloon^ and we will 


know what the result will be.

The county feature of this 


proposed option law Is attacked at 
Springfield, and if the whole law can- 
not be defeated, It is proposed to elim- 
fnate the privilege of county option.

1. This claim of unfairness is based

evil does not occupy the same ground 
as its legal prohibition. 


The sons of farmers and boys 


of the villages where license does not 
obtain are exposed to the evils of the 
licensed saloon where it is licensed 
and their fathers ought to have a right 
to protect them. 


3. Under o.ur present law farmers 


are disfranchised. 
They are not only 


denied the privilege 
of 
protecting 


theii families, but they are subject 
to unjust taxation to pay the expenses 
arising from the saloon while the li- 
cense lee goes into 
the 
municipal 


treasury. 
No "taxation without rep- 


resentation."

loon foi more than twenty-five years. 
The remarkable prosperity of the city 
s a contluous olrfect lesson to her 
Iquor selling neighbors. 
In her paved 


streets, "fine walks, roads, bridges and 
public buildings she surpasses 
them 


all; and not one dollar of the cost is 
derived from liquor or the liquor In- 
dustry 
The citizens of Hoopeston 


.lie cultured and refined. 


Hoopeston has 
been 
very often 


culled the 'city of elegant 
churches 


:md beautiful homes.' 
No city in the 


state 01 west can excel it in this re- 
spect. It has no peer for b«auty, clean- 
liness and thrift. 
Nine churches and

OPERATORS MET EACH MONTH 


And the First Thing They Did Was to 
Boost the Price

Chicago, Majch 10— The first witness 


In the trial of the coal operators today 
was Max Eichberg, president of the 
Wabash Valley Coal 
company. 
He 


testified that an iron clad combination 
existed between the Indiana operators 
and the Crescent company by which 
all Indiana coal was to be sold only 
through the Crescent company. Eich- 
berg identified the roundrobln agree- 
ment and signatures to the agreement 
and said they were made in President 
Bogles office. Pooling the output of the 
Indiana mines 
and 
distributing il 


through the 
Crescent 
company, he 


said, "was made known to him a year 
ago at the convention of miners and 
operators at Terre Haute. There he 
said, the proposition was made to him 
by C. W. Gilmore, son-in-law of Pres- 
ident Bogle and vice president of the 
Crescent company. Elghberg testified 
that he worked under the agreement, 
until he disposed of one of his mines 
last November. All coal, ho said, was 
shipped acordlng to instructions of the 
Crescent company. He was not allowed 
to make 
contracts 
with 
outside 


parties. All 
payments 
were made 


through the Crescent 
company and 


the operators met once a month to dis- 
cuss the situation. At the first meeting 
the price of mine-run coal, the witness 
testified, was raised from 85 to 90 
cents. 
Late this evening Eichberg conclud- 


ed his evidence and the state announc- 
ed its case closed. The defense will be 
equally brief and it Is expected the 
case will be given to the jury tomor- 
row night. Practically the whole fight 
Is on the validity of the agreement 
between the operators, and whether it 
was in restraint of competition. 


SECRET OF OLD AGE. 


"Mr. Dooley" Finds a Serious Theme 


In Recent Scientific Investigations. 
The Saxon government has under- 


taken an inquiry to solve the secret 
of old age and in this pursuit has stud- 
ied the life histories of seventy-three 
persons over 90 years old, living In the 
city of Dresden. The fruits of this in- 
vestigation have been published and 
some of them 
are BO appalling that 


only a strong journalistic instinct com- 
pels us to record them. The majority 
of the aged are of medium height. Nono 
of them is bald. A majority are deaf. 
All of them sleep eight or nine hours 


Out of seventy only five are 
daily.

vations. Richards says the supply of 
timber will be preserved for future 
needs and natural sources of water 
supply so protected as to prevent the 
flooding of the streams 
during 
the 


spring time and to Insure the water 
for irrigation and other purposes dur- 
ing the dry season. 
It Is and has been the president's 


constant policy to encourage actual 
settlement of the country by 
home 


builders in every way, and to see that 
actual settlers within the forest re- 
serves are accorded every reasonable 
protection. 
"The one guiding purpose of the ad- 
ministration in dealing with forestry, 
with pasturage, with irrigation and 
with land generally," says Richards, "Is
